’Tis the Difhonour of our Englifh Gentry, 
to run in Debt te Scoundrels and Mecha- 
nicks; and the Infults they frequently meet 
with on that Account are unfufferable; and 
fuch as I have often wonder’d they could 
bear. Ihave indeed heard of a Perfon of 
Quality, who wasfond of a Crowd of Duns, 
attending every Morning at his Door, be- 
caufe itluok’t great, and made a Aandfome 
Levee ; much good may do him with the 
Honour, ‘tis much more for the Honour of 
any Gentleman, to buy nothing but what 
he pays for, and pay at Demand for every 
thing he buys 5 and how much aad

fhall fave by it, I need not ask him ; let his 
Steward and Coachman Anfwer that; to 
whom the Tradefmen Plead, they cannot 
afford Poundage, their Lord buys fo hard 
for the fake of Ready Money, that they get 
_ too Jittle to make any Allowance. 

It would take me up too much time here, 
to explain to our Gentlemen, whac Extra- 
vagancivs they afe at, in taking Credit of 
the Tradefmen ; how cheir Stewards have 
Poundage, their Coachmen double Sulla- 
ries, and all their Servants Bribes, to Re- 
commend and’give Preferences to thofe 
Goods they propofe ; how they recommend 
the Goods of thofe Tradefmen they are in 


Fee with, Refpeéting not their Lords In-- 


tereft, notthe Price, not the Goodnefs of 
the Goods; but the Confideration to them- 
felves 3 ‘all which Fees, Bribes, and Con- 
fiderations, the Mafter pays in the Price of 
the Goods, aud the Tradefmen fuit their 
Rates to the Goodnefs of his Pay, and 
frequently make fuch Provition, that if 
they gethalf their Money, they are very 
eafie about the reft, ic will come fometime 
ef other;.ahd as whenever it comes ’tis 
clear Gain; fo if it never comes, they 
reckon themfelves but fma!l Lofers. 

And tho’ -my Inftancing in this, is but a 
Digreflion, yet 1 cannot pafs over another 
Remark here, in which would our Gentle- 
‘men but Regard it, they would find them- 
felves horribly Abufed, and a ftrange Ha- 
yock made of their Reputation, by every 
‘Mechanick they deal with ; who to Excule 
’ his own. Ii] Payment to a Creditor, tells 
him the vaft Sumas he has due to him, 
from fuch and fuch great Families, and that 
-hé can getno Money of them, and there- 
fore cannot Pay him; and whether it be 
true or no, thofe Families being known for {1 
Paymafters, it ferves his turn, and he folves 
his own Reputation at the Expence of 
theirs. I hid once a Tenant in Weftmin. 
fer, tho” the World has fince taken care 
I thall{ haye no Tenants any where, bue 
that by the by, who wasa Butcher; I never 
came to this Fellow for Rent, but if his 
Money Was not ready, fach a grear Lord ow’d 
him 150° J. and Yuch a Great Officer ac 
Cobrt'ow’d' him’ so J. and: he had beene- 
very day for a Fortnight ac their Houfes, 


but could not get.a Pennys at Saft 1 
Butcher was pleas’d to Break,,and when 
his Debts came to be Examin’d, thefe Great 
Folks never ow’d him a Farthing, nor had a 
but very feidom bought any thing of him; — 
fo that all this wasa Sham: But as the ~ 
Perfons he us’d to Name, were known to — 
be in Debt, to fuch ashe, it ferv’d his 
Turn weJl enough; and my Lord’s Repu- 
tation went a legging about the Town, 
to patch up the Exigencies of every Bank- — 
rupt. =a 
Wou Id our Gentlemen but confider, what 
Havock Tradefmen make of their Repu- — 
tation; how they Expofe them on every 
occafion ; how they putoff their own Cre- 
ditors, by Scandaloufly Expofing theirlong 
Accounts with them, end frequently fhow 
their Books, where they ftand Debtors, — 
and tell for how much, and how long; it 
would make them relolve to run through 
any fort of Inconveniences, rather than be 
fo Treated ; and indeed ’tis awonder [0 
me to Refleé& fometimes, how tamely our 
Gentlemea will take the Infulrs and 
Languag: of a Dunnirg Shopkeeper or 
Workman; when for half that Language 
among themfelves, they fall to Cutting — 
of Throats, Duels, and I know not what 
Extravagancies. We 
_ Not that | am for advifing Gentlemen 
to Treat the.Tradefinen Ii}; vut givethem 
no room to Treat you Ill, Gentlemens © 
Hang well and Pay well, was a good Maxe 
im, let it come from who it will; Paya 
Tradelman well, he never Abufes yous — 
You are the Honefteft Gentleman Alive; 
whether you deferve it or no, if you do 
but Pay him well; nor does a Tradefman 
ever Abufe a Gentleman for not Buying 
of him ; if he does, your Porter ought to 
be your Executioner, and the Manought 
co be Kick’d out of your Honfe; but thereis 
no need of ic; ’cisnot for not Buying, but 
for Buying, and-not Paying, that our 
Gentlemen are Ill Treated; I wonder they — 
do . not fee ic; ‘or feeing it, do not — 
think fit to. Re&tifie ir. oo) 
If | am ask’d, how this fhallbe Reme- 
di:d; 1 Anfwetr, Very eafily, by a littl 
Self-Denial, :and Good Husbandry ; ‘one — 
General Praétice. amorg. our Gentlemen, — 
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got to fpend their Mony before they have 


it, would deliver them from this moft {can- 
dalous and contemptible Treatment; if 
a Gentleman’s Circumftances oblige him 
te contraét Debts, he had much better bor- 
row Money,and buy what he wants, than 
buy what he wants without Money ; he fhall 
never pay fuch Extortion for the Loan of 
the Money, which every body underftands, 
as he fhall for the Neceffaries he buys of 
t ¢Tradefmenwhich he does not underftand, 

Tis true, borrowing Money is one of 
the laft things a Gentleman fhould do, and 
isa Labyrinth he feldom gets out of; but 
almoft any thing is better than the other; 
to get intothe Tradefmens Debt is Scandal 
cand Lofs hand in hand tied about his Neck, 
and carried along with his very name: it 
#oes into every Ale-hovfe ; he is the Scorn 
of the Rabble, the Foot-ball of the Mob ; 
his own Footmen{corn him, and thofe that 
Truft him, atthe fame time laugh at him. 
Certainly if fome Gentlemen in England 
knew how they are treated on this account, 
by thofe they, Jike Fob, would refule to fet 
with the very Dogs of their Flock ; they 
would: disband their Retinues, difmount 
their Equipages, and retire a while, till 
their Effates would ranfome them from fo 
fcandalous a Bondage.
